THE IMPORTANCE AND THE ROLE OF 
CUBMASTER INTHE 


SCOUT AND GUIDE MOVEMENT

| Cubbing is а great game and а very interesting programme of activities 
in the land of make believe full of delight and joy for the boys of 6 to 10 years. Guided 
by their Cubmasters, the young boys seek useful knowledge, acquire new skills 
progressively through their Charan Award and 15 Proficiency badges which Cubs wear 
proudly on their pretty uniform. The training is designed to suit the young boys 
characteristics and urges which are indeed peculiar to boys of this age group. Only a 
clever Cubmaster can take these urges and turn them to good account. Here lies the 
difficult task of the Cubmaster. | 


Before we underline the importance of the Cubmaster in the Movement , 
let us summarisethe characters that will have to be instilled inthe cub namely to develop 
good habits which automatically lead to self - discipline , knowledge of things which 
interest them with fun, joy and laughter making them a good Scout and a good boy in 

general. The cub develops a facination for the beauties of nature and thus an interest 
in his environment and the awareness of GOD. This leads to an interest in collecting 
and preserving things of interest and educative value as well as enabling the cub to 
exepress his creative skills. All this satisfy his need of adventure, exploration and also 
guide him along the path to understanding the need to prerserve and conserve "GODS' 
CREATIONS”. Finally it will lead the Cub showing respect for elders , love for 
youngsters in the family and the neighbourhood, an unquenchable urge to be helpful 


and co-operative at all times . 


To cut the "ROUGH DIAMONDS " into "BRILLIANTS" the Cubmaster 
must necessarily posses deep knowledge skills, understanding and insight into the 
psyche of the child mind as well as skills of observation , analysis and formation of a 
character summary of each member of his Pack. Moreover, he has to constantly use 
this "knowledge and skill'to cut the rough to produce the various facets of "Brilliance" 


in each of his CUBS. 


On reflection we begin to realise the enormity of "Knowledge and skill' 
requiried for this grand task and therefore have to build the proper actitudes . Indeed 
the Cubmaster can and should be recognised as the all important “ Diamond cutter’ 
who visualises - where , when and how the basic "cuts" are to be made on which 
depends the other "cuts" which go to make a Cub -"a Scout or a Rover". 


| Interestingly it would be appropriate here to realise the close similarity 
between the role played by the Cubmaster in the development of his Pack and that of 
our traditional Indian System of education , the 'gurukulam' where the role of the Guru 
encompasses that of the Cubmaster and even more. 


Going back to the analogy of the diamond, each of the Cubmasters 
‘diamonds’ will be used by the Scoutmaster and Crew Leader to form larger parts of 
the jewel which under the overall guidance and supervision of the Orfanising Commis- 
sioner goes to form a whole necklace "to adorn " Mother India. 


Thus each and every "diamond cutter" has a far more important role to 
play in the formation of the necklace than is generally realised . It is he who must be 
urged, encouraged and helped in everyway to produce "of equal brilliance ' jn order 
that the whole necklace becomes a masterpiece of craftsmanship from "conception to 
completion". Akk

5. Remembering to say grace before meals. Reciting prayer after getting

Well preserved documentary evidences are there in the District Head 
Quarters to establish that the Scout movement in KGF has its origin in 1917 itself . Mr. 
verse - a British official introduced the movement in КОР which was accelerated by 
Mr. H. A. Martin (DC) another British official emoloyed in Gold Mines . 


In the begining Gold Mines was under 'JOHN TAYLOR & SONS ‘ап 
English pioneering Company in the field of Gold Mines . During this period the British 
expressed their nostalgic mood in the construction of broad Bungalows , Lush green 
lawns in lovely gardens and consequently KGF became a "Little England". 


The Scout Movement in KGF gained momentum in the hands of an Indian 
official by name Doraiswamier who was the District Commissioner for 25 years (1935 
to 1960). His period of tenure can be called the golden age of Scouting in KGF. 


KGF Mines authorities encouraged the sports activities through well 
established clubs spread all over the city . Bare footed Indian Foot Ball Players tactfully 
played with the boot footed British and won many matches. One "Police Murugese "а 
foot ball player became a matinee idol to the youngsters of those days. When he went 
to Calcutta for a match , he was kept in a glass cabin and exhibited to the people who 


had became his fans.

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It is interesting enough to note that the then Boxing Champion Gun Boat 
Jack (Negro Boxer) was knocked down by one George Shandow of KGF. Many such 
events can be quoted from every fields of activities in KGF. 


KGF had Gymkhana FootBall Ground , Rugby Ground, Cricket Ground, 
Golf Ground , Hokey Ground, Tennis Courts, Squash Courts, etc., all these grounds 
are testimonies for the glorious sports events in the past. 


Scouting was natured by Cultured British in the beginning and nourished 
by the enthusiastic local citizens in the middle- only in the later period it suffered a set 
back. Knowing this the State Head Quarters had rightly decided to hold the XXI 
jamborette here, So that the " PARADISE LOST can be regained " 


At this stage the National Head Quarters should also come forward to 
have a National Jamborette .

Thoughtful parents are interested in finding out what the scout Troop expects of their 
sons and what, in turn, their sons have a right to expect from the Scout Troop ; 

- They want to know the Scout master.

All these can be solved by a brief private chat with one or both of the parents or 
guardians or care takers.

"Scout Mumy Clubs", The "Scout Dads Clubs" of a particular Scout Troop in the locality. 

A "PARENT GUILD" can be established with the approval of the Group Committee 
and the Scout Master concerned. It is a definite part of the Group and not a separate 
organisation, of course with a few office bearers.
